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In reply to the Office Action dated July 6, 2007, requesting an election of one invention 
to prosecute in the above-referenced patent application, Applicants hereby provisionally elect, 
without traverse, to prosecute the invention drawn to a method of identifying colon cancer cells 
that are either resistant or sensitive to a protein tyrosine kinase inhibitor. This election is made 
without prejudice to or disclaimer of the other claims or inventions disclosed. 

Applicants point out that the elected invention falls outside of the Examiners restricted 
groups, Groups 1 to 9, outlined in the July 6, 2007 Restriction Requirement. Applicants believe 
the present election is proper and constitutes a responsive reply since the prior claims have been 
cancelled and the instant restriction requirement has been rendered moot.
